COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 


In compliance with the laws of New Hampshire, it 
becomes the duty of the commissioners, as well as other offi- 
cers of the county, to present to the people their annual report 
for inspection. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


There was in the hands of the treasurer, upwards of 
$10,000, January 1, 1897. The amount has decreased some- 
what from last year, on account of the appropriation being 
$13,000 or less than each of the preceding two years, there- 
by reducing the surplus in the treasurer’s hands. 


COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 


Mr. and Mrs. Whitman still continue to superintend the 
management of the almshouse and farm, and we feel confi- 
dent in saying that it would be difficult to procure anyone to 
take their places, who would give as universal satisfaction as 
they ; being always willing to receive visitors, who come to 
inspect and look after the welfare of the interests of the county 
and the poor unfortunates who are placed under their super- 
vision. The expense of carrying on the farm has somewhat 
increased the past year, on account of a larger number being 
provided for, and we think the largest that has ever been 
accommodated since the institution has been in operation. 
Still we assure you that they have been comfortably provided 
for. While the cost of the farm has increased, we have 
reduced the county’s expense at the asylum by removing 
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several to the farm. At the present time the accommodation 
for the insane at the farm is taken, and we would recommend 
at an early date, a building or an addition for that class of 
inmates. For more minute details see superintendent’s report. 

The cost of maintaining the outside poor away from the 
farm, has been more forcibly brought to the minds of the 
overseers of the poor of the different towns than ever before, 
and we think that they agree with us, that the farm is the 
proper place to aid such as call upon them for assistance, and 
we thank them for their services for looking after them in 
their respective towns. 

Aid to dependent soldiers has increased from last year. 
This was due largely to several expensive cases, among the 
number may be mentioned one in Keene, which was very 
heavy indeed. 


JAIL AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


W. S. Tuttle and wife have labored faithfully in their 
duties as jailer and matron the past year. The number of 
prisoners on an average confined here has been larger than 
former years. The current expenses have not materially 
increased. Everything is found ina neat and orderly manner. 
Sanitary conditions are of a high order. The coal bills of 
both jail and court house, which should have been paid last 
year, we carried over until this year, so we have paid two 
years’ stock, which helps swell the amount of expenses for 
both places.

GENTLEMEN.—I herewith submit to you my annual report 
as physician to Cheshire county almshouse for the year ending 
January 1, 1897. 

I am pleased to record that we have had an immunity 
from contagious and infectious diseases during the past year. 
The efficient management that has existed in the past, still 
continues under the capable supervision of the Superintendent, 
Mr. Asa A. Whitman and Matron Mrs. Whitman, and an able 
corps of assistants. From what I have been able to observe so 
far as it is in connection with my duties pertaining to the 
institution, the past year’s management supersedes in detail 
previous years on account of a larger experience. 

A large number of chronic and incurable cases have come 
to the institution during the past six months, which require 
constant attention by some member of the household. Eleven 
deaths have occurred during the year, one from capillary 
bronchitis, four from valvular disease of heart, and the 
remaining six from consumption and chronic cerebral diseases. 

In conclusion, I wish to express to superintendent and 
matron, and subordinate members of the management, my 
sincere thanks for kindness and courtesy, and to the commis- 
missioners for interest manifested for the welfare of the 
inmates, and their gentlemanly and cordial codperation  dur- 
ing the past year.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY SOLICITOR. 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners : 


I have the honor to herewith submit my report for the year 
ending December 31, 1896. 

The civil suit of Robert P. Leonard against the county is 
still upon the docket. 

At the April term, 1896, thirty-three cases of appeal from 
the police court in liquor prosecutions were entered, but as 
the constitutionality of the law under which sentence was pro- 
nounced by said court, was being considered by the supreme 
court, they were all continued. At that term Alphonso Davis’ 
was indicted for forgery, plead guilty, and was sentenced to 
two years in state prison. Peter Rivett was indicted for 
breaking, entering and stealing, plead guilty, and the case was 
entered not to be brought forward except on motion. - Jere- 
miah Boudry indicted for assault with intent to commit rape 
was sentenced to five years in state prison on his plea of xolo. 

At the October term, 1896, the appeal cases named above 
were all dismissed, and others of the same kind entered at this 
term were zol-frossed, the court having decided the law to be 
unconstitutional. George Robbins and James Cross were 
indicted for burglary, plead guilty, and Robbins was sentenced 
to state prison for three years, and the case against Cross was 
entered not to be brought forward. John Cooney indicted for 
attempted arson’ was tried, found guilty and sentenced to five 
years in state prison. Henry Mackey plead guilty to a 
charge of burglary, and was sentenced to six months in the 
house of correction. Frank Howard, for larceny, was sen- 
tenced to two years in state prison on his plea of zodo. 
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John Hannon plead zolo to a charge of aggravated assault 
and was fined fifty dollars and costs. Henry Y. B. Osgood 
plead zo/o to a charge of bigamy and was sentenced to two 
years and six months in state prison. The indictment against 
George B. Greeley, for breaking and stealing, was zol-prossed. 
The indictment against Peter Rivett for burning wood was 
entered not to be brought forward, but the indictment found 
against him at the April term was brought forward and he 
was sentenced thereon to one year in the house of correction. 
Cyrus Barbour plead guilty to a charge of burglary, and was 
sentenced to five years in state prison. Four other indict- 
ments for similar offences were found against him. ‘Three 
indictments for taking and using horses were found against 
Josiah Stebbins. He was sentenced upon one of these on his 
plea of zolo to nine months in the house of correction. 

I have prosecuted a number of persons before the police 
court for minor offences. No money belonging to the county 
has come into my hands.
